Heal estate men of Virginia ar<; 


lining up for a determined fitfht to 
have the general assembly enact a 
law decreasing the tax on mortgage 
notes. 
Bruce Bowe, president, and 


K. Kay Kichard.son, .secretary tuid 
treasurer of the Virginia fieal Estate 
Association, recently made a tour of 
the larger cities of Virginia .includ- 
ing Danville, and reports that tne 
real estate men everywhere are en- 
dorMng the associations' program. 


Officers of the association declare 


that the present 
tax on mortgage 


notes is manifestly unfair. 
It 
is 


claimed tHat the present high tax 
rate is causing money, formerly in- 
vested in loans to be withdrawn from 
that field and placed in investment* 
which are either tax exempt or sub- 
ject to a much smaller tax. 
In this 


way a scarcity of money available 
for loans has resulted and the build- 
ing of dwellings and other structures 
has been seriously hampered. 


The proposed bill would decrease 


the tax from $1.10 to 50 cents a hun- 
dred, all of it to go to the state 
Un- 


der the present law 8(V cents goes to 
the state and 30 cents to the munici- 
pality. 
Association officials declare 


that the loss of revenue which would 
result, would be made up in two 
ways. It is estimated that more than 
50 per cent, of the mortgage notes 
have escaped taxation by technical 
moves, and it is said that in other 
states where pimilai reductions have 
been made the increased amount tif 
notes declared because of the more 
reasonable taxation has more than 
rhade up for the loss. It also is ex- 
pected that the increased building a- 
a result of the making of more loans 
would bring additional revenue.

The foundation of Moosedom is "The Supreme Lodge of the 


"World, Loyal Order of Moose." It is supported by more than six- 
teen hundred lodges, known as the Lodges of the Loyal Order of 
Moose. The membership of these lodges at the present time aggre- 
gates over six hundred and fifty thousand. It is a fraternal society, 
and like others has a sick and funeral'benefit, but far exceeds any- 
thing thus far produced by its conduct of Mooseheart, the home and 
school for the children of the deceased member of the Order. Though 
the Institution has been in operation for only a few years, it has 
already gathered into its comfortable and well appointed halls dorm- 
itories^ schools and shops over one thousand children, varying in age 
from a few weeks up to eighteen years. 


Interesting Facts About Mooseheart 


Punishment 


Corporal punishment is not only forbidden, but not tolerated. Any 


person abusing a Mooseheart ward is promptly dismissed. It has been 
found that to disgrade a child in the eyes of his pssoeiates is by far a 
greater punishment than any bodily punishment that could be administ- 
ered. 


Government 


The daily life of the children of Moosebeart is conducted on what 


might be termed the Assembly form of Government. The Assembly con- 
sists of all the children, together with even-one that has anything to do 


•w ith them, proctors, matrons, teachers, tradesmen, heads of the educa- 
tional departments, etc. The Assembly mf>ets for an hour every after- 
noon after the day's work has been completed and discusses such mat- 
ters and makes such laws as may be necessary for the best interests of 
the Institution. It makes the rules governing the student life, hears all 
complaints, settles all cases of trouble, disagreement or insubordination. 
Every member has an equal vote upon all matters brought to the atten- 
tion of that body. It is not an uncommon sight to behold a small child 
scarcely tall enough to see over the chairs address the chairman or make 
a talk upon some subject of interest to the children. The object of the 
whole system is to teach self-government and self-control. The children 
are made to feel that the rules and regulations by which they xive have 
made themselves and that -wrong-going, therefore, is first a crime and 
injury to themselves. 


Home Life at Mooseheart 


It is the policy of the Mooscheart Governors to conduct the home 


life of Mooseheart in as near the same manner a* we conduct our own 
homes as is possible with such a large number of wards. We endeavor 
to make a child feel at borne. This feeling is particularly manifested in 
the dining rooms'of the Institution. Here ihc children are encouraged 
to talk to each other during their meals. One of the matrons, "proctors, 
or an older ward is at the head of each table and whenever a child de- 
sires the second portion of food it is served to them. Xo child ever leaves 
the fable without having satisfied its hunger. Neither is a child s^at to 
bed without bis or her meal. The c3n!<h-en are made to feel that we are 
their friends and ih«t they should look upon the officials of the Institu- 
tion as older brothers and sisters. The children are taught to respect 
their elders and those in authority and the frequent visitors to the In- 
stitution note especially that the wards are not under the -a^al strict and 
rigid institutional discipline they are well behaved. 


Educational Features 


\ 


The following trades are being taught at Mooseheart at the present 


time- Masonry, Carpentry, Printing, Electrical Construction, Practical 
Mechanics, Mechanical Drawing. Architectural Drawing, Mechanican 
Engineering, Plumbing. Blacksmithmg, Painting, Domestic, Art, Cement 
Block Making, Band Music, Piano, Orchestra. Vocal, Scientific Farming, 
Dairy. Poultry, Gardening, Fioralculture, Landscape Gardening, Nursery 
Work, Mantau Making, Commercial Courses, Typewriting, Stenography 
a'nd Bookkeeping. These trades are being taught by actual working 
side by side, with t competent workman 
The boys go to school four 


hours "a day for the regular academic training and work four hours a 
day at their trades, and eat, sleep and play the balance of the time.

Edigious Training 


The regilious training of Mooseheart students is a feature of special 


eare of the Board of Governors. The child is trained along the religious 
lines of his ancestry. The Catholic children arc under the tutelage of 
one of the elergv of the Catholic Bishop of Rockford. He conducts Sim- 
dav se vici, Sss and Sunday School and gives such catechetical m- 
stmctlns that is accorded to the Catholic par^h of the country. 


The Protestant children are under the care and tutelage of a Pro- 


testant minister, who. assisted by a company of members of churches in 
the^inltv of Mooseheart, conducts service, ami Bible lectures Sunday 
School and various week-day opportunities for rrligxw instruction and 
worship, thus affording the same opportunity of religious educate that 
are given in an ordinary Christian home. 


The Jewish cbifd is instructed by the Rabbiah and is brought up in 


the failh of its father.

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Order as nearly as it can be accomplished practically with a large num- 
ber of children. The "ordinary institution" boasts of the economy of 
their "bill of fare," some of them striving to see how cheaply a child 
can be kept alive. Mooseheart boasts of the abundance of the good, 
wholesome food and of the health of the children. The "ordinary insti- 
tution" buys uniforms by the thousands and compels the wards to wear 
overalls" and the like except on certain rare occasions, thereby making 
the uniform serve for several years. Mooseheart furnishes the children 
with good practical clothing, insisting, of course, that the children wear 
their old clothes when playing or working. In a few words, the reason 
that it costs Mooseheart more to keep a child a year, than it does at the 
"ordinary institution," is because instead of endeavoring to see how 
cheaply we can keep a child, we are attempting to bring it up to manhood 
or womanhood as nearly as possible in the way the best people are bring- 
ing up their children in their own homes.
